024 Increase 
Set At $2 


Andover homeowners can start looking 
for their tax bills in the mail, with an es- 
timated $2 increase over last year’s bills, 
early next month, the town manager said 
this week. 

Town Manager Jared S.A. Clark said he 
expects the tax rate to rise a little more 
than three percent, from last year’s $64 to 
$66. 

Those figures should be final within a 
week, Clark said. 

The manager said taxpayers can thank 
industrial development for saving them 
from a larger increase: ‘‘We are now 
beginning to feel the benefits of industrial 
development,’’ he explained. 

According to Clark, new industry has 
‘given Andover a $11 million increase in the 
town’s tax base this year. Together with 
an $8 million increase from residential 
development, that adds up to a $19 million 
increase in the tax base — ‘the highest 
single year’s increase in the town’s 
history.’’ Clark said. 

Only one-third of the town’s planned in? 
dustrial development is nuw ‘on line,’’ 
Clark said, adding that he anticipates 
“continued strong increases in the tax 
base’’ during the next one or two years. 

Increases in user fees for services 
offered by such departments as Communi- 
ty Services, Community Development and 
Planning and the water department have 
also helped keep the tax rate down, Clark 
Said. 

Clark said without the growth in in- 
dustrial development and user fees, tax- 
payers might have seen a larger increase 
in the tax rate, in part because two 
patrolmen, a police captain and two 
firefighters were added to the public safe- 
ty departments this year. 

A permanent director of health was also 
added to the town payrolls, the manager 
added. 

In addition, Clark explained, the town 
SaW an increase in its debt service this e 
year due to work on the Woburn Street iii . taal tae etait reainteinn dinenie 
water main. and floating the bond issue — 
for the $11.72 million school building 
program. 

The town also had to cope with 
‘inflationary increases” such as wage in- 
creases and higher energy costs, he 
pointed out.

In requesting input from residents and 
boards, the planners noted that when 
White originally presented plans for con- 
dominium of cluster-townhouse develop- 
ment at Argilla Road and Andover Street, 
the board said development of this type 
would be a useful addition to Andover’s 
housing, provided it could be done proper- 
ly. 

Planners also cautioned that necessary 

discussions and planning could not be com- 

pleted in time for a Fall town meeting, ad- 
ding that the board had retained Consul- 
tant Philip Herr to assist in the process. 

The board went on to-state: 

“Evidently, at least 500 residents are in- 
terested enough in Mr. White’s concept to 
have signed a petition calling for a fall 
town meeting. On Wednesday, Nov. 5, the 
planning board will hold a public hearing 
on Mr. White’s proposed bylaw changes. 
The Board has identified a number of ma- 
jor issues surrounding these proposals 
which should receive careful considera- - 
tion by the residents of the town and by the 
various town boards, such as selectmen, 
conservation commission, and board of 
health. 

“These issues include, but are not 
limited to, the following: 

1. Do the residents of Andover desire ad- 
ditional multifamily housing, at 
least of a limited scale? What are 
those limits? What types of mul- 
tifamily housing should be per- 
mitted? 

2, What goals does the town wish to 
achieve by the added multifamily 
housing? 

3. To what extent, if any, should any mul- 
tifamily units be targeted toward 
low and moderate-income groups? 

4. Is Mr. White’s site suitable for the 
development proposed? 

5. If so, what are the town’s specific goals 
for this piece of land and its 
development?

There seems to be a lot of information in 
the papers these days about Proposition 
2%. Many people seem to think local ser- 
vices will be cut if it passes. Perhaps we 
recyclers had better explore the advan- 
tages and disadvantages of this idea. 
Maybe we can be an important vested in- 
tered bloc in the balloting. 


As good recyclers, I’m sure we can 
solve the trash disposal problem when we 
no longer have curbside pick up for 
recyclables or trash. Newspapers do pile 
up fast; some of us don’t even keep them 
for two weeks. But with no pick ups, 
probably the Boy Scouts can be convinced 
to come around to most homes every six 
months or so. There must be a place in the 
basement or garage for six months worth 
of newspapers. We can always use some to 
line dresser drawers and wrap apples we 
are storing for the winter. 


Aluminum shouldn’t be a problem. We 
can take it over to Methuen and sell it once 
a month. Andover Recycling usually has to 
stand in line about an hour when we go to 
‘sell the town collection. With more 
homeowners going, I suppose that line 
would be longer. 

The only thinlg I can think of for glass 
jars and bottles is canning and wine mak- 
ing. Some people used to make lamps out 
of particularly handsome old bottles. Do 
you think you could use up your supply 
each year like that? 

Tin cans seem very hard to dispose of. I 
remember the Girl Scouts once had some 
projects that used an empty can. Maybe 
the Community Services programs can in- 
clude a lot more craft programs to help 
dispose of all these good raw materials. 
We will still have Community Services, 
won’t we? 

Of course we can use all the cereal box- 
es and milk cartons to start fires in our 
stoves or fire places. Junk mail will be 
good for that too. Does Proposition 2% do 
anything about junk mail? Food leavings 
will go on the compost pile — every good 
recycler has one — and perhaps the town 
will pay a bounty for the woodchucks, 
skunks and racoons that will multiply.

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Abramson Is Opposed To Prop. 24/2 


Although’ the Andover selectmen have 
yet to take an official stand on Proposition 


: 2 — they are awaiting the recommenda- 


tion of the Citizen’s Tax Relief Com- 
mittee, due later this month — the general 
consensus is that the board is opposed to 
the referendum question. 

‘Nobody in his right mind in this state is 
opposed to tax reform,” says Selectmen 
Chairman James Abramson. ‘‘But 
Proposition 2 is not really tax reform. If 
the taxpayer pays lower property taxes, it 
will more than likely be offset by in- 
creases in other taxes.”’ 

If Massachusetts voters give their ap- 
proval to Proposition 24, which is Ques- 
tion 2 on the ballot, property taxes will be 
reduced to 2% percent of value, and the 
growth of property tax levies will be 
limited to 24% percent each year. 

In addition, the motor vehicle excise tax 
will be cut from $66 per $1,000 of valuation 
to $25 per $1,000. 

The immediate effect of the property 
tax reduction on Andover is still uncer- 
tain, Abramson said, because the town is 
in the process of revaluation. 

If the town’s revaluation figures are us- 
ed, Andover may prove to be within 2% 
percent of the state’s equalized valuation, 
so that no reduction in property taxes will 
be necessary. 

However. if the state’s equalized value 
for Andover is used as the base figure, the 
town could lose $3 — $4 million in property 
tax revenues, Abramson says. 

In any event, Andover will lose $1 
million a year in excise tax revenue — 
“almost five percent of the budget,’’ he 
points out. 

And even if the town proves to be within 
the 242 restriction this year, Andover must 
continue to live with only a 22 percent in- 
crease each year, and ‘‘given double-digit 
inflation, we are going to have to cut back 


‘on services drastically within two or three 


years,’ Abramson Says. 

‘‘We won’t be able to raise revenues 
quickly enough to make up for the losses,”’ 
he explains, ‘‘and there will be no state aid 
to replace our lost revenues.’ 

No one is sure where the budget cuts 
will be made, the chairman indicates, but

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If Proposition 2% should pass, the town 
and schools will not bicker over how to 
divide revenues that will be reduced by at 
least’$1 million, the town manager told the 
selectmen recently. 

To prevent possible future arguments 
over how to allocate reduced revenues, 
Town Manager Jared S.A. Clark and 
School Superintendent Dr. Kenneth R. 
Seifert have agreed to cut 58 percent of the 
loss from the school budget and 42 percent 
from the town side, Clark said. 


“Dr. Seifert and I feel it would be 
pointless to debate laying off police and 
fire personnel versus teachers,’ the 
manager explained. 

The 58-42 split was arrived at by com- 
paring expenditures approved by past 
town meetings, Clark said, which show 
that 58 percent of operating expenses are 
appropriated to the schools, and 42 per- 
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cent, to the town. 

In providing for the fair division of any 
increased revenues, Clark and Seifert 
have determined that any increases in 
State Aid to Education will accrue wholly 
to the schools, while any increases in 
revenues from State Aid to Municipalities, 
or user fees and charges, will accrue whol- 
ly to the town. 


Similarly, any increases in vocational 
education costs will be handled by the 
school department and any increases in 
county costs, by the town, Clark told the 
selectmen. 

Under the plan, increases in debt ser- 
vice costs will accrue entirely to the agen- 
cy benefiting from the capital improve- 
ment, Clark said — meaning that the 
school budget must absorb the debt ser- 
vice costs of the $11.72 million school 
building program, in addition to its 58 per-

The manager added that pension costs 
and unemployment compensation costs 
will also be directly allocated to either the 
town or schools, so that neither side will 
be affected by layoffs and increased un- 
employment costs on the other side. 


Clark and Seifert decided against any ef- 
forts to charge off smaller costs such as 
snowplowing for school buildings,

Michael McCurdy 

As a child, the toy that fascinated 
Michael McCurdy most was a printing 
press. That early interest in printing and 
his love for ink and paper led him to decide 
to become a book illustrator. 

In college, he studied etching, woodcuts 
and painting. After graduating from Tufts 
University where he attended the Museum 
School during his senior year, McCurdy 
knocked on many doors, selling his il- 
lustrations to publishers, just as he had in- 
tended. 

‘When I was young, I was surrounded by 
people who had gone around with Ernest 
Hemingway.’’ McCurdy recalls. ‘‘And I 
remember a party one year that my 
mother threw for John Cheever’s 19th 
birthday. Later, I found myself drawn to 
the work of contemporary authors, and I 
began to use evenings and weekends to 
print books, only 100 coies of each title, in 
a small home workshop.” 

That effort grew into a full-time 
business called the Penmaen Press. Every 
day. one can hear the type being set on a 
linotype machine, listen to the pages as 
they come off a press, and watch new 
books appear. Two editors, an assistant 
printer and office help now share the work 
load. McCurdy, however, is happiest when 
‘‘alone and working on a wood block, com- 
pletely lost in myself.’’ Nearly every Pen- 
maen book contains original graphics.

Gammon made the first motion to open 
and close the warrant during the Tuesday 
night meeting; the motion was seconded 
by Jerry Silverman, but defeated by a 
three to two vote, with selectmen Abram- 
son, Susan Poore and Edward Harris op- 
posed. 

The manager, however, suggested that 
the board could insure a one-issue meeting 
by opening and closing the warrant Tues- 
day night. 
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On a second vote, again moved by Gam- 
mon and seconded by Silverman, the mo- 
tion passed with a four to one vote, with 
only Poore opposed. 

Poore explained that she feared closing 
the warrant Tuesday night would lead to 
other citizens petitioning for special town 
meetings, which would then have to be 
held on separate dates. 

Closing the warrant Tuesday night could 
“not preclude opening up another special 
town meeting,’’ Poore warned. 

Abramson noted that any citizen can 
petition for a special town meeting at any 
time. But additional special town 
meetings could be prevented by opening 
the warrant ‘‘at a fixed date and time,” 
for perhaps 24 to 48 hours, sometime 
before the Nov. 17 meeting, the manager 
suggested. 

A_ petitioner would need to submit 
between 50 and 100 signatures to insert a 
private article on the warrant, Clark told 
selectmen. 

The selectmen may consider taking that 
action at a later date, Abramson in- 
dicated. 

Selectmen Poore and Gammon voted 
against calling the special town meeting, 
which passed with a three to two vote.

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An Idea Worth Pursuing 


If the Turner Farm on South Main Street is to remain 
an agricultural entity, Andover will have to participate 
in its purchase to the tune of $100,000. 

At first glance, that might seem to be a substantial 
sum to expend, particularly in view of assisting a local 
resident in acquiring the property. 

But, looking at it realistically, it well could be a 
proper and worthwhile investment. 

Richard Lundgren, who operates a _ landscaping 
business in. Andover, has been interested in acquiring 
the farm for some time and has been exploring with the 
state, the purchase of the property. 

A state program provides for the acquisition of such 
property, which would insure its continued agricultural 
use. Lundgren proposes to rejuvenate the orchard and 
continue his landscaping operations out of the property. 

Last week, he appeared before selectmen to inform 
them that if the program is to be carried out, the state 
would like the town to participate with $100,000 towards 
the purchase price. It would be a one-time commitment 
or the part of the town. 

A few years ago, when the Turner Farm became 
available, the town pursued the thought of purchasing 
the property for conservation and recreation purposes. 

In addition to the purchase price, there would be ad- 
ditional and ongoing costs for maintenance and develop- 
ment of the property by the town. 

Under the Lundgren plan, the town is committed to 
only the single contribution, which basically would 
amount to turning the land over to conservation use, if 
the orchards are to be maintained. 

Now, there might be an immediate question as to the 
expediency of spending $100,000 in these difficult 


economic times to assist a person in acquiring some 
agricultural land. 

But think, for a moment, what the costs to the town 
would be should the considerable acreage be developed 
for house lots of condominiums. Such construction 
would present the town with additional expenses in ser- 
vices, schools, etc. and on an annual basis. 

There is precedent for obtaining land in Andover to 
prevent development. 

Several years ago voters approved acquisition of the 
Doyle property off High Plain Road for conservation 
purposes and recreational purposes, even though the 
latter was dedicated to passive rather than active 
recreation. 

The finance committee supported the purchase of 
that property at the time, based on the fact that town 
ownership would prevent development and additional 
municipal costs. 


The same rule of thumb could be applied to the 
Lundgren-state proposal for Turner Farm. 


In addition to all other factors, it would be nice to re- 
tain some form of Andover’s past. The Turner Farm 
was for many years a vital part of the community and, 
if possible, can be retained as a reminder of the fact 
that we were once quite dependant on agriculture for 
the local economy. 


While there are still additional factors to be con- 
sidered, the idea, at this point, certainly seems worth 
pursuing. 


On the surface, it seems that an investment in apples 
and peaches might be more beneficial to the town than 
ranches and condominiums on South Main Street.

WASHINGTON -- Last 
January, a pound of sugar 
cost 26 cents; today the 
price is 43 cents. If you won- 
der what caused the price 
rise, it’s because Uncle Sam 
intervened to bolster sugar 
profits. 

Here’s how it worked. The 
government loaned sugar 
processing companies half- 

a-billion dollars in operating’ 
capital at a low 9 percent 
interest, which permitted 
‘the companies to store their 
sugar instead of selling it. 
e€ processors couldn’t 
lose. If the price went up, 
the sugar was sold at a fat 
its and the loan paid off. 
the price dropped, the 
companies si me a forfeited 
on the loans and the govern- 
ment was stuck with a lot of 
cheap sugar. 

But there’s more to the 
story. Earlier this year, the 
Hunt Brothers of Texas 
manipulated the silver mar- 
ket and caused a scandal 
that rocked Wall Street. 
Now we’ve learned that the 
Hunts also manipulated sug- 
ar prices. And Uncle Sam 
helped them to it with the 
taxpayers’ money. 

he Hunts control the 
Great Western Sugar 
Company. Great Western 
borrowed $86 million from 
the government, put half its 
sugar in storage and held 
back enough sugar from the 
market to cause prices to 
climb. The Hunts then 
dumped 100,000 tons of 
stored sugar on the market 
and made a fabulous profit. 

The government’s sugar- 
buying program is supposed 
to help sugar growers. It 
was never intended to enrich

wind up with the benefits. 

POINTLESS PROVOCA- 
TION: The United States has 
been playing a_ senseless 

ame of chicken with Libya. 
t’s a game we might lose -- 
at a cost of several Ameri- 
can lives. 

Here’s how the game is 
played: We send a apy Blane 
a slow, unarmed -135, 
flying along the Libyan 
coast. It stays outside 
Libya’s airspace, as we mea- 
sure it -- but inside, as the 
Libyans measure it. 

An RC-135 is no match for 
Libya’s Soviet MIG-23 fight- 
ers that are based near the 
coast and swoop up to inter- 
cept the lumbering recon- 
naissance planes. There 
have been at least seven 
such incidents during the 

t year. 

On at least two occasions, 
the Libyans attempted to 
shoot down the spy plane. 
The Americans evaded the 
attack by crash-diving and 
using electronic coun- 
termeasures. 

Once, the Libyans appar- 
ently used North Korean 
pilots. Radio operators 
aboard the U.S. carrier Inde- 
pendence picked up 
transmissions in Korean 
ordering the MIGs to fire on 
the unarmed American 
aircraft. Navy fighters 
scrambled to protect the 
reconnaissance plane. The 
latest incident occurred last 
month when the MIGs were 
turned back by four Navy 
fighters which rushed to the 
rescue. 

There’s no real point to 
this dangerous game. There 
are other, safer ways for the 


United States to gather all 
the intelligence we need on 
Libya. We understand the 
brass hats merely want to 
challenge Libya’s boundary 
claims. But we have a 
suggestion: Why not chal- 
lenge Libya with a naval 
task force rather than with 
an unarmed spy plane? 

OTHER HOSTAGES: 
Everyone knows that 52 
Americans are being held 
hostage in Iran, but few are 
aware that there are more 
than 50 American hostages 
in Saudi Arabia. They are 
victims of an archaic legal 
system and the indifference 
of the U.S. State Depart- 
ment. 

The Americans in Saudi 
jails are not youthful drug 
offenders. For the most 
part, they are employees of 
American companies who 


somehow ran afoul of com-- 


plex Saudi laws. 5; 

The State Department 
should be providing assist- 
ance to the jailed Americans 
and aggressively trying to 
win their release. But offi- 
cials fear offending the 
Saudis or harming delicate 
Saudi-American relations, so 
they do nothing. According 
to State Department offi- 
cials, Americans in a foreign 
country come under the 
jurisdiction of that nation’s 
laws. 

Just days ago the Saudis 
agreed to step up their oil 
production to offset short- 
ages created by the Iran- 
Iraq war. But that is cold 
comfort to the Americans 
languishing in Saudi Arabian 
jails. 

ELECTION-GO-ROUND: 
Both Ronald Reagan and 
Jimmy Carter are fond of 
taking pot shots at the big oil 


companies. So, not surpris- 
ingly, the petroleum giants 
are keeping mum about who 
they favor to win the presi- 
dency. But the National Oil 
Jobbers Council, which rep- 
resents small home fuel oil 
companies and_ gasoline 
wholesalers, is taking both 
sides. The council contribut- 
ed $5,000 to each candidate. 

-- President Carter’s polit- 
ical advisers have put out 
the word that a vote for 
independent candidate John 
Anderson will be a vote for 
Ronald Reagan. And to keep 
Anderson running a distant 
third, the president’s re- 
election strategists have 
made it clear to bankers 
that loaning money to 
Anderson would cause them 
probiems later. Now, in a 
last-ditch effort, Anderson is 
fighting back. He has per- 
sonally reached out to some 
of the big names on Wall 
Street for loans to bolster 
his sagging campaign. A few 
Republican financiers are 
quietly aiding the Anderson 


cause.

To see if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning Bylaw by 

I. creating a new class of zoning district to be designated as Townhouse Cluster 
District by adding to Section III, A, 1 the following: 

TC — Townhouse Cluster 

II. inserting after Section VI, M, Section VI, N, as follows: 

N — Multi-Dwelling District TC — Townhouse Cluster 
I. GENERAL OBJECTIVES 

The TC District is intended to allow greater flexibility in land use planning for 
the development of tracts of land in terms of density preservation of open spaces, 
utilization of natural features, provision of municipal services and providing a varie- 
ty of housing types and styles; to ensure that site development plans will be 
presented to the Town Meeting in connection with a proposal to rezone a tract of land 
to TC: and to enable the Planning Board to require adherence to such site develop- 
ment plans in the granting of a special permit as hereinafter described. 
2, COMPLIANCE WITH SCHEDULE OF DIMENSIONAL CONTROLS 

Any development permitted as a TC district shall comply with the Schedule of 
Dimensional Controls for TC district as follows: 

Minimum set backs from exterior lot lines:

Interior drives within a TC development shall be designed to such street stan- 
dards as the Planning Board may require in accordance with its Rules and 
Regulations governing the subdivision of land, except that a minor street shall serve 
up to twenty dwelling units. 

3. COMPLIANCE WITH OTHER RULES AND REGULATIONS 

Nothing contained herein shall in any way exempt a proposed subdivision in a TC 
district from compliance with the rules and regulations of the Planning Board, nor 
shall it in any way affect the right of the Board of Health and of the Planning Board to 
approve, with or without modifications, or disapprove a subdivision plan in accor- 
dance with the provisions of such rules and regulations and of the subdivision control 
law. 

4. TOWN MEETING PRESENTATION 

Every proposal presented to the Town Meeting for rezoning land to a TC zone 
shall include a site development plan which shall show in a general manner, drawn to 
scale, the proposed location, for proposed building and other structures, proposed 
locations, design and dimensions of streets, drives, parking areas and other paved 
areas, and the open space. The site development plan shall show the proposed dwell- 
ing unit density, and the extent of open space or shall be accompanied by a tabulation 
of the same. A copy of the site development plan, which shall be deemed to include 
any literature and commitments. authorized by the developer which has been 
presented to Town Meeting shall be filed with the Town Clerk before the vote and 
shall be part of the site development plan. 

5. PARKING SPACE 

There shall be provided at least 14% parking spaces per dwelling unit, located in 
parking lots or in garages or under or within buildings which contain dwelling units. 
6. PERMITTED HOUSING TYPES 

Permissible housing types include all single and multiple-occupancy housing 
types used for human occupancy. Any type of ownership may be permitted. 

7. OPEN SPACE REQUIREMENTS 

At least 25 per cent of the total area or two acres of such tract, whichever is 
greater, shall, except as provided below, remain unbuilt upon and set aside for con- 
servation, outdoor recreation or park purposes or buffer areas. Such open land shall 
be in addition to required front, side and rear yards and may be in one or more 
parcels of a size and shape appropriate for the intended use and may be conveyed 
either to and accepted by the Town or its Conservation Commission, to a legal 
association comprised of the homeowners within such tract, or to a non-profit 
organization the principal purpose of which is the conservation of open space. Such 
open land shall be included in the total tract area for the purpose of computing dwell- 
ing unit density of the tract. When such open land is conveyed to persons other than 
the Town of Andover, the Town shall be granted an easement over such land suf- 
ficient to insure its perpetual use as conservation, recreation or park land or buffer 
area. A maximum of 20 percent of such open land may be devoted to paved areas and 
structures used for or accessory to active outdoor recreation and consistent with the 
open spaces uses of such land. 

8. PLANNING BOARD REPORT TO TOWN MEETING 

The Planning Board, in its report to the Town Meeting, required by law, shall in- 
clude its opinion of whether or not the proponent has prepared sufficient data to give 
reasonable assurance that the development will conform to the site development plan 
with respect to the location, layout and design of proposed buildings, drives, and 
streets, to the density, type and design of floor plans and dwelling units, and with 
respect to the anticipated selling price or rental (as the case may be), if included in 
the presentation to Town Meeting. 

9. SPECIAL PERMIT APPLICATION REQUIREMENTS 

The application to the Planning Board for a special permit under this section 
shall be accompanied by the following plans and supporting materials: 

a. Plan of the tract showing topography, existing streets and structures within 
and contiguous to the tract. 


b. Where a subdivision of land is involved, a preliminary subdivision plan, 
which may be combined with the plan required under the preceding paragraph. 


c. Site development plans showing the proposed grading of the tract and the 
proposed locations, dimensions, materials and types of construction of streets, 
drives, parking areas, walks, paved areas, utilities, open space, planting, 
screening, landscaping and other improvements and the locations and outlines 
of proposed buildings. 

d. Preliminary architectural drawings for building plans including typical floor 
plans, elevations and sections. 

e. A tabulation of proposed buildings by type, size (number of rooms, floor 
area), ground coverage and summary, showing the percentages of the tract to 
be occupied by buildings, parking and other paved vehicular areas, and the 
amount of open space. P 
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f. An order of conditions issued by the Conservation Commission or a deter- 

mination by the Conservation Commission that conditions are not necessary. 
10. DIFFERENT SITE DEVELOPMENT PLANS 

In the event that a developer proposes to develop a tract of land in a TC District 
according to site development plans which the Planning Board determines are sub- 
stantially different from the site development plans presented at the time the Town 
Meeting voted to include such land in the TC District, such different site development 
plans shall first be presented to and receive the approval of the Town Meeting by a 
vote of two-thirds of those present and voting, prior to any action thereon by the Plan- 
ning Board. 
11. SPECIAL PERMIT PROVISIONS 
The Planning Board may grant a special permit for the development of any tract 

of land ina TC district, based on a determination that the proposed development will 
be consistent with the development as approved by the Town Meeting and consistent 
with the general objectives of the TC District development, and subject to the follow- 
ing Standards: 

a. The special permit shall incorporate by reference building design and site 

development plans presented to the Town Meeting. The Planning Board may, 

in its discretion, permit deviations from the site development plans presented 

to the Town Meeting, provided, however, that the Board shall not permit any 

increase in the dwelling unit density. In no event shall dwelling unit density ex- 

ceed four units per acre. 


b. The Planning Board may permit the construction and use of facilities such 
aS a community center or recreation center, including but not limited to 
swimming and tennis facilities, primarily for the use of residents of the tract, 
if the Board determines that the inclusion of such facilities would be ap- 
propriate by reason of such factors as the size of the tract, the number of its 
residents and its geographical location. 


c. In granting a special permit, the Planning Board shall impose as a condition 
thereof that the installation of municipal services and construction of interior 
drives within the TC development shall comply with the requirements of the 
Planning Board’s Rules and Regulations Governing the Subdivision of Land, 
and may impose such additional conditions and safeguards as public safety, 
welfare and convenience may require, except that a minor street shall be able 
to serve up to twenty dwelling units. 
12. AMENDMENT AND REVISION OF SPECIAL PERMIT 

a. Amendment 

The Planning Board upon application by the developer and after a public 
hearing, may amend a special permit previously granted, but only in accor- 
dance with the standards hereinbefore set out. 


b. Revision 
Subsequent to a special permit granted by the Planning Board under the 
provisions of this section, minor revisions may be made from time to time in 
accordance with applicable laws, by-laws and regulations, but the development 
under such special permit shall otherwise be in accordance with the submis- 
sion accompanying the developer’s application for a special permit. 
13. DENIAL OF SPECIAL PERMIT ; 
The Planning Board may deny any application for special permit hereunder and 
base its denial upon: 


a. A failure to meet the standards established by this section of the By-Law. 


b. A finding that the proposed development does not substantially conform to 
the plans for the development of the tract presented to the Town Meeting in 
connection with the proposed rezoning of the tract to TC.
